Charter Amendment 

The Home Rule Charter of the 

City of Frisco mandates  that 

the Charter be reviewed by a 

Council appointed Commission 

no more than every two (2) 

years and at least every six (6) 

years, with the Commission 

consisting of ten (10) members 

that are registered voters.    

The Commission presented its 

recommendation to the Council 

and the Council approved the 

ballot language on February 16, 

2010, with fourteen  (14)  Pro-

posed Amendments.  You will  

Election Information Links:

You will now 

vote at Heritage Lakes Ameni-

ties Center located at 3949 Vil-

lage Blvd (map) instead of Pio-

neer Heritage Middle School.   

This precinct was created to 

allow City of Frisco, Frisco 

ISD, Lewisville ISD, and 

Denton County voters to share 

one convenient location  rather 

than traveling to several differ-

ent locations to vote.   

Denton County and LISD will 

be on a separate ballot from the  

City of Frisco and FISD, but 

will be in the same room.  You 

will have to stand in two lines, 

but one location.
